Knocked Down by Ruffians 
and Kicked to Death — Three

VANTCCUVER, April IS.— After a 
desperate battle with a band of hoboes 
on the incoming Seattle o.^iiress this 
evening, in which the train crew par- 
ticipated. Provincial Constable Lane, 
of Mission Junction, lost ills life, and 
the desperadoes escaped by jumping 
while tho train was in motion. Pro- 
vincial Constables Campbell and Mun- 
roe were rushed to the scene on .i 
special C. P. R. train on report of tlie 
news. 

Constable Lane was killed while 
answering a summons sent in by olll- 
clals statins- that a band of hoboes, 
iiumberinij at least seven, had board- 
ed tiio train as it pulled out on tlie 
Canadian side of Suinas.

Mr. Fisher's reply to this cri- 
ticism was that experiments had been 
made with various kinds of bedding 
for pigs, but tho results had not been 
satisfactory. Then Mr, Sexsmlth told : 
of seeing valuable machinery coat^dy; 
with mud or stlft with ice and snowv 
Perhaps the minister was again ex- 
perimenting. 

Mr. Stables then took a fling at tho 
minister of agriculture. Ho was too. 
slow in action and too content to rido 
along behind the provinces. In tho 
opinion of Mr. Staples Mr. Fisher 
possessed many qualities, but not that' 
of originality. Ho had to . be con- 
tinually prodded by the opposition be- 
fore he would come out of his day 
dreams of chicken fattening and hog 
bedding. Glen Campbell, of Dauphli> 
also added his contribution to tho 
growing pile^of criticism. He thought 
the appropriations for agriculture 
were too small, and the minister of 
militia should be compelled to hand 
over to Mr. Fisher some of his $6,- 
000,000 for tho benefit of the farmers. 

Mr. Chlsholm, of Antigonism, and 
E. M. Macdonald, of Plctou, made an 
appeal for stock raising interests in 
Nova Scotia. An experimental shoe]> 
station, in the opinion of these gentle- 
men, would he much appreciated there. 
There was a digression into tho realm 
of chilled beef and cold storage, but 
the talk was not very illuminating, a,| 
more handful of members being pre-' 
sent during the evening sitting. 

Before Supply was reached Mr. G. 
H. Bradbury, of Selkirk, read a .me- 
morial from tho Stonecutters' Union 
of Manitoba and British Columbia set- 
ting forth tliat while the duty on all 
tho articles and machinery they used, 
la their business was from 30 to 35 
per cent, tho protection on the granite 
was only 20 per cent. Many stone- 
cutters were out of employment, andi' 
there were largo importations of cut 
atone from the United Stales. The 
memorial set forth that the stonecut- 
ters hsked for no favors, but merely 
wanted fair play. Largo buildings 
in' Winnipeg wore being built of cut 
stone from tho United States, while 
oven tho Grand Trunk station now be- 
ing erected in Ottawa was being con- 
structed of sandstone cut across tlio 
boundary. 1'ho government did not 
re]i!y to Mr. Bradbury's plaint. 

Tomorrow it is expected that Sir 
'V\''ilfrld Laurior will screw his courage 
lip to tlic sticking point and present 
tho naval bill for consideration in tho 
comniitteo stage. 

After passing half a million of Jlr. 
Fisher's estimates tlie liouse adjourn- 
ed at 11 o'clock. 

Rising to a question of privilege in 
the . Commons this morning, Mr. 
Crothers (West Elgin) denied that in 
the discussion on tho St. Peter's re- 
serve case last week ho had made a 
statement, ns reported in the ^Toronto' 
Globe, that he had no respect for any 
chief Justice appointed by the Laurier 
government. Ho charged Jlr. Ayles"!-. 
worth in this connection with nn at- 
tempt unworthy of his position as 
minister of justice, to construe his 
words Into a reflection upon tho chief 
justic of Ontario. Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
and Mr. Fielding objected that on a 
question of privilege Jlr. Crotliora 
could not attack tho minister of jus-, 
tice. 

Mr. Crothers then withdrew his re- • 
marake reflecting upon Mr. Ayles- , 
worth, but insisted that he did not> 
want his words turned into a rrfloc- 
tion upon the chief justice of Ontario.. 

In reply to a question by Jlr. Bor- 
den as to what was the reason for 
delay on tho part of Canada in regard 
to tho conimunication from tho Im- 
perial government respecting natural- 
ization laws. Sir AVllfrid I.,aurlcr said 
that tlie matter was one of the great- 
est importance, and he thought should 
ho a subject for discussion at the next 
meeting of the imperial conference. 

AVhen Jlr. Fisher's bill to amend the 
civil service" act was under discu.sslon 
Sir Frederick Borden Informed Major 
Currio that memtiers of the outside . 
sorvlco would be allowed to drill with 
their units without deduction ot time 
or p.ay until the order-ln-councll Is- 
sued Inst year sanctioning tho same 
Is withdrawn.

DEATH WAS PURELY 



Verdict of Coroner's Jury in 
Case of Hilton Keith Victim 
of Fatality in the Colonist 
Hotel 



"Death through purely accidental cir- 
cumstances" was tho verdict returned 
by the coroner's Jury which sat yester- 
day afternoon in the case of Hilton 
Keith, tho victim of a fatal accident in 
the Colonist Hotel on Saturday night. 
Tho jury was composed of F. J. rtussoil, 
foreman; U. AVilson. W. Duncan, J. 
Ueck, G. I''oster and J. Addeloson. 

'J'he principal witness in the case v.'aa 
.1. Forster. proiirletoi- of tlie hotel where 
tho fatality occuriud. He stated that 
deceased had taken a roQm at nooii on 
Saturday and had retired saying that ho 
nicded 1!. rest. 'VVltnoaa had seen him 
twic(^ during the afternoon and on both 
occasions iio wns asleep. Af 5 p. m. 
ileccaised had to come down stairs, and 
about p. m. had eaten somstl^ing. go- 
ing upstairs Immediately afterwards, 
stating ho was about to retire. Short- 
ly after 8 p. m, the accident happened- 
Vv'ltnoss heard a crash and running to 
the foot of the stairs found Mr. Keit(> 
lying tliero In Ills underclothing. Ho 
carrleil him in the sittlngroom and en- 
deavored to staunch tho flow of blood 
from his head. He then had summoned 
a doctor who had sent hiip to the hos- 
pital. As far as witness knew deceased 
was perfectly sob^r? but appeared sick. 
He hod heard' that ho wps subject to 
fits. 

C. H. Gross, a busincs.s partner' of the 
late Mr. Keith, said that tho latter wns 
subject, to fits, and when these wore 
coming oil him ho always llkcd to go 
away where he could obtain qiiletiido.

RECIPROCITY 

' The reciprocity treaty, which for 
ten years was In force 'oetween what 
was then the British ^'orth American 
provinces and the IXnlted States, was 
negotiated chiefly for two reasons. 
Ono of them was tho feeling of dla- 
appolntmcnt in the Colonies be- 
cause of the repeal of the Trade 
and Navigation laws, which had 
assumed in some places the form 
of a demand for tho sever- 
ance of British connection and an- 
nexation to the United States, The 
other was tho undeniable fact that 
the provinces were badly In nrecl of a 
market for their produci\ 'I'hc Unit- 
ed Klng-dom bouffht their pine timber 
and was boRinnlnK to purchase spruce 
deals; but there was very little' else 
that they had to sell for which there 
Was a market on tho eastern side of 
the Atlantic. The provinces at that 
time were producers of raw materials 
only, so far as their export trade was 
concerned, and when the British Gov- 
ernment was able to negotiate a 
treaty that gave these raw materials 
free entry into the nearest market, 
namely that of the United States, it 
Avas thought to be, and in point of 
fact was, a great boon. Business" re- 
vived under the stiinulus of the new 
conditions, and the next four or five 
years were very prosperous as com- 
pared with those that had preceded 
them. - - 

In ISGl the ..War:.of^Sep§sslon,.b5(ate 
out, and It not only arrcsfed ' tlie"ex- 
pcnslon of the trade of the United 
States in all directions, but by reason 
of the fact that to some extent tho 
British Provinces were a sort of base 
for Confederate intrigues, a feeling of 
hostility grew up in tho Republic 
tovrards ,themi'.-s in 18(15 

the treaty expired, tlie Washington 
Govcrnnie.-it refusoil to ontcrtaln any 
proposals for its renewal. There is 
rio doubt that this refusal was a great 
disapp'olntment to the people of tho 
provinces, and one of tlie arguments 
made during the Confederation canu 
palgn, which began almost immedi- 
ately, was that inter-provlnclal trade 
•would take the place of the Interna- 
tional trade tlius interrupted. Once 
jtnore there wa.s disappointment. 
There was not much in wliich Intcr- 
provinclal trade coulil be built up, for 
the reason that all the provinces pro- 
duced substantially the same things. 
Especially in the Maritime Provinces 
was this disappointment folt, and the 
demand for reciprocity was renewed. 
The AVashington authorities refused to 
entertain any overtures, They seem- 
ed to be of the opinion that Canada's 
necessity was their oppjjrtunlty, and 
tliey waited with ill-disguised anticipa- 
tion for the lime when the Dominion 
would drop into the lap ot the Re- 
public. 

In a fortunate hour Sir John Mac- 
donald launched the National Policy, 
which, as has already been explained 
in these columns, was not simply a 
protective tariff, though commonly so 
understood, but a policy for the de- 
velopment of Canada along national 
lines. Yet the hope of reciprocity 
waB not abandoned, and there was a 
general belief that, now that Canada 
had something to offer in the way of 
a reduction of duty, the United States 
would be more ready to negotiate. But 
this was not the case, and so there 
was Tiothlng left but for Canada to 
"gang her ain palt." About ten years 
.'ifter tlie introduction of this policy, 
tho late Erastus Wiman began his 
campaign for Commercial Union. It 
attraeted a good deal attention • on 
ll^oth sides, of the Boundary Line, but 
neither political party in either coun- 
try was willing to takn It up, and the 
project came to nothing. The only 
result of it was to . direct the atten- 
tion of the people of both countries 
to the great resources ot Canada. Mr. 
"Wlman coined the phrase "Th(^ Great- 
er Half of the Continent," and applied 
it to Canada, and It caught the popu- 
lar fancy. 

While the Cbnaervatlve party liad 
■not been opposed to reciprocity and 
had made efforts to secure It, the Lib- 
erals were more strongly commltod to 
It, and there was a gonornl expecta- 
tion that, when Sir Wilfrid Xaurler 
tiame Into ofllce negotiations would bo 
renewed and pushed to a conclu.slon. 
■But the fruits of the Nation.al Policy 
wore, after long delay, beginning to 
make themselves apparent, A new 
feeling had arisen In Canada. Our 
people began to realize tho groat po- 
tentialities of their own country. 
Prosperity soon made 'its appearance 
on a greater scale than ever before, 
and tho idea that the Dominion was 
in any 'way dependent for, favors upon 
the United States was completely dls- 
elpated. Canadians became indiffer- 
ent to reciprocity. ' 
Such la now the general condition 



of the Canadian mind. There was a 
time when such an intimation as Pre- 
sident Taft has given, namely that he 
would use his Influence to secure a 
reciprocity treaty between the two 
countries would have ibeen hailed with 
enthusiasm. NoWjit" 1b jsreeta^ with 
with what would"'be' indifference, if 
thore^were not considerable curiosity 
to know' Just what our neighbors will 
propose. The I'resldent'a statement 
has excited much more interest south 
of the Forty-ninth parallol .than north 
of It. - If our -friends, supposed tjiat 
Canada would Jump, like a trout at a 
lly, at an offer of reciprocity, they 
niusL have realized their mistake. It 
would bo an error to say that the peo- 
ple of the Dominion are averse to a 
fair treaty of reciprocity, for they are 
not. They will be glad to do busi- 
ness with their neighbors un a rea- 
sonable and equitable basis; but reci- 
procity is no longer our sheet anchor, 
■ for we have learned that wo can get 
along better without tho United States 
than they can without us. 

EVILS OF GOVERNMENT 

Mr. Charles J. Bonaparte, formerly 
.\ ttorney-General of the United 
States, addressed the Canadian Club 
of .Montreal on civic government. The 
picture lie drew of conditions in iila 
own country wan a very black one. 
We quote: 

Everywhere the conduct of public 
affairs has fallen into the hands of tho 
least estimable and least trustworthy 
classes. Everywhere we find In the 
management of public business waste- 
fulness, inefficiency and frequent 
scandals. Everywhere the burden of 
taxation is already heavy, and tends to 
become more grievous, and there Is a 
universal belief that the expenditure of 
])ubllc money producen loss than Its 
legitimate fruit for tho public welfare. 

Other evils, now widely jjrevalent, 
constitute material factors In tlie jjrob- 
lein of good government for great 
cities. The enforcement of the law, 
especially as to offences against good 
morals, has become., scnerally difficult 
and uncertnin. The iiolitlcal influence 
of , those who gain their liv(dihood 
ihrougli the vkoji or follies of the com- 
munity i.s scandalously great, and a 
(■o'-'^-.-nized systi^m of traffic in the 
price of Imiiuiilty for their transgres- 
s.igns is fully established in some 
cities, and rapidly growing ui> else- 
where. Extortion Is ])ractlsed upon 
others beside criminals and pur^'eyois 
to vice; statutes, ordinances, police 
regulations aro enacted merely that 
politicians, of high or low degree, may 
bo paid for the privilege of disreganl- 
iiig them; la some States wealthy cor- 
por.atlons now pay the reigning boss 
n fixed i)rlco for protection against 
tills form of blackmail as regutarly, 
and with as little disguise, as they em- 
ploy counsel. 

This is a terrible Indictment, and 
we are glad to be able to feel that 
when Mr. Bonaparte said that such 
conditions do. noL exist in Canada he 
was justified by the facts. The 
.speaicer aald that the evil extended 
to the "sciioois" and the chief purpose 
for which schools wore maintained In 
the cities was, not thai young boys 
and girls might be trained to become 
good men and women, but that a 
number of young girls might have a 
chance to earn a little money while 
they were waiting to get married. 
■\\'hen judges arc selected, tlioy aro 
not cliuscii for their litnOss hitcUectu- 
ally or morally, but because they will 
exercise their patronage 'in the party 
Interest. .Mr. Bonaparte said Uhat 
one source of evil was in the fact that 
the services of lirstchiss men cannot 
be secured for ijublic jiositions, and he 
;itatcd tho reason for this as follows: 

\\'liy do really llrst class men, as a 
rule, shun public employment in Its 
higher grades and too often, oblige 
their city, state or natlonr'to be con- 
tent with the second hand,. if. Indeed, 
even these can be secure^* and our 
public trusts are not abandoned to 
tho clearly unflt? Klrst, because 
American public offices of great re- 
sponsibility are generally and grossly 
underpaid. My immediate predeces- 
sor as secretary of the navy then re- 
ceived J8,000 per annum; he resigned 
to serve a great corporation - and to 
receive ?80,000. The attorney-gener- 
al now lias $12,000 annually. In any 
case of sufllcient Importance for him 
to try it, the fees of counsel opposed 
to him will, nine times out of ten, 
equal or exceed his entire yearly' sal- 
ary. The secretary of the .treasury 
is compensated with the like liberality. 
He must deal with and contend 
against linanciers who count that day 
lost In which but $12,000 ha.s been 
added to their wealth. I give In- 
stances from the federal service be- 
cause, for the moment, these occur 
most readily to my ml.Td, hut what I 
say of them Is no less clearly true of 
substantially all public olliccs de- 
manding high moral and exceptional 
Intellectual (luallties In their holders, 
or. In other words, of all olllces which, 
If they are Lo be well lilled, must bo 
filled by first class men. 

When our public servants are 
matched against the servants of huge 
curijorations or indivUluals of vast 
wealth, wo are disgusted and alarmed 
to find them outcla.sscd; a very little 
thought should servo to show that tha 
trusts and tho multl-mllUonalres get 
wliat they pay for, and we get what 
wi! pay for likewise; tho only differ- 
ence Is that they are sufllcicmtly sen- 
sible to know that they must pay out 
what they want is worth In order to 
get It; and wo aro BUlllclently silly to 
think we can get what we want with- 
out paying Its fair value, or, if we 
don't think this, to act as If we did. 

While there Is, happily, no doiiht 
that In Canada we are qpinparatlvoly 
tree from the evils of which Mr. Bona- 
parte speaks,':^ls observations are of 
deep Interest' to' all Canadians, not be- 
eausn we can smugly congratulate 
our.selvea that we are not as other 
men are, but so that wo may see tho 
rocks upon vvhioh the institutions of 
the United States aro going to pieces.

This will not bo wonder- 
ed at when It Is learned that It was 
forinorly possible for a skilful hunter 
to niak<> $,100 ;i day in forests where 
now not a single egret la to be 
found. 

It must not be thought, lio\vovcr, 
that the Oh'ret U; the only bird that ia 
ill tluns'er uf extermination. I'ho Aus- 
tralians have forbidden the o.xiJortii- 
tiori of tho lyre birds, and In India 
liiws ;ire made for the protection of 
paroquets. Another i)laii which many 
luitloiis have taken ot preventing tho 
c.Ntermlnatlon ot birds Is to form 
sanctuaries or reserves for birds. 
Tliorir are about thirty in tho United 
HlatOH, and ,several in tjreat Britain. 
In Iceland, tho elder diiek Is protected 
In this way, and in Now Xeuland 
stops have Ijeen taken to preserve the 
l.irtl.s which, like many of the r)lants 
o!' that Island, have jeprosentatlves 
iiowhori- ol.'-io, 

l?ui ICnulaiKl has gone fartlier, .V 
band of lofjislators, led by Lord Ave- 
ioiry, whom most people know better 
iis the distinguished author and na- 
turalist. Sir .iohii hubbock, have taken 
sli'p.s to i)revont the imi'ortatlon of the 
plumage of .those birds which are In 
danger of extermination. This will 
bo 11 very dilllcult task, and until wo- 
men, tho world over, un> alive to the 
oruoUy and tho folly of wearing the 
plumage of wild birds a.s oniaments, 
moans will be found of supplying the 
domaiids of fashion. Queen Alex- 
andra lia.s ill this matter taken the 
eour.se, which might have been exiieot- 
ed from her majesty's well-knovvn love 
of all living creatures. She has de- 
olarod her aversion to the wearing of 
osiney i)lunios nnd Is a patron of tho 
Itojal Society, which has for one of 
Its aims the protection of birds. In 
this, as In many other ways, our gentle 
queen has given an example worthy 
to be followed by women throughout 
the enii)lre.

In roany.(Cases the ino- 
tlior,, .who Is 111,, or. who Is compelled 
to leave her home, 'Is forced to employ 
a woman nt high wages to do worlc 
which a nuraeniuld could do quite 
well. It Is not only in tho clly, but 
in the country, that .such labor Is 
searco. .Xo woman who knows how 
to work need fear tlmt she will nol 
Iind a situation if slie comes to \'an- 
eouver Island. The trouble i.«, that 
unless a woman landing on the east- 
ern coast of Canada has a dotermln.'i- 
tlon to come to the Paclllc Coast, slie 
Is likely to (hid prolltablo employment 
long before slie roaches it, for there is 
not a province in Canaila where there 
Is not a deartli of houaehold labor. 

Yrt tills island has attractio;is for 
lOuglish women not to bo found clse- 
wliero in tills oouiitry. The climate 
is mild, iiiid no \-|sllor from tlie old 
land can witlislanil tli(> i.li;u-in of its 
sunny days. In ViotMria llioro are In 
most homos tlmsc modern convc-nien- 
ees wliloli Ii.e;luen labor. 

Hut. froni the iioiiit of view of an 
ICiifTlish woni,iii.serv,-uit, wliat are the 
disadvantoKi-s wliicli are to be sol 
ah'.'iinst tile mild olimati-, the high 
waKt-.s ,uid till' i-n:i\'onioiit and pretty 
lioiui-.-; ? 'I'ilore Is onl.y one, but it is 
one ili.-it w( iKlis iieavily on tho minds 
III niD.'.Jl lOiiKllsli women who have 
1)1011 lirrd to service. There are few 
f/iuiilio.s bore. eomparativeiy, who 
laM'p nuiro than one sor\-;inl.

.Slio li.Ms le:iriied In f,'irlliood. If she

So Involved lias become the statis- 
tics, so oonfuslim the plans and des- 
criptions eiitoring Into the case of 
Ollpliiint vs. the City of Victoria, at 
trial before Mr. Justice Gregory in the 
supreme court, that the court will oc- 
cupy an hour or so thla mornlnfr In 
viewing the property on SutlcJ street, 
u'lilch the plaintiff claims was ilooded 
with sewage last fall, when the sur- 
face drains caused the sewers to ovcr- 
tlow. The plaintiff, Mrs. ■Mllllnm 011- 
phant, nsk.H $25,000 damages and Is 
represented by J. A. Alkman. The ca.se 
began last Thursday and was rcsunnd 
yesterday morning. The plainliri's 
husband, William Ollphant, had been 
on the > stand only a short time when 
adjournment was taken yesterday af- 
ternoon. It Is likely that he will be the 
last witness for the plaintiff. W. J. 
Taylor, K.C., city counsel, will then 
put in the defence and it is ])robal)le 
that the case will not be llnished today. 

The major portion of the foreiiooii 
session was occupied wltli the late city 
eiiKincer, C. 11. Topi). Mr. Ailinian ex- 
amined .Mr. Topp on tlie ni.atter nf tlio 
increase In the amoimt of work dp- 
nuinded of the sewers over and above 
what they were planned to do. .Mr.

A couple of days before ' the train 
robbery which led to the arrest and 
Incarceration of Miner at New West- 
minster, the outlaw arrived on foot at 
a ranch about fifteen niiica from Katn- 
loops. He was on his way to the scene 
of the holdup, and undoubtedly had 
already rehearsed in his mind all the 
details of the crime. With the winning 
personality which hiis gained him kg 
many friends Miner entered into con- 
vensation with a group of ranchers and 
their families who had gathered from 
the vicinity to hold a reunion at a 
friend's farm. It was Sunday morning 
and one of the ranchers wives present 
remarked : 

"What a pity, now we are altogether, 
we carfnot have a church service." 

Bill Miner was equal to the occasion. 
He offered to conduct the service. Ho 
prayed, sung hyms, and preached what 
is described as an eloquent sermon. 
The settlers were delighted and over- 
whelmed him with curtesies. In the 
course of tho day the outlaw resumed 
his journey, and not many hours later 
the news of the holdup electrilled the 
province. 

Some weeks afterwards the trial was 
in progress at JCamloops. In the course 
of the proceedings a wonian came to 
Superintendent Hussey. as he stood In 
court, and aisked him If she mlirht see 
tho prisoner. The ''superintendent 
brought her Where she could " obtain a 
good vle^. ■ -' .

Steaming at full speeil to ease her 
anchor holding off Trianglo Island 
while seas brolvc^ into the well of hor 
deck, the government steamer Q\iadra, , 
Capt. Hackelt, spent a niglit her crew 
will long remember during the voyage 
from which she returned yesterday 
morning. This night, when a hurri- 
cane raged and big waves broke ■ 
against the steamer as she held with ; 
one anchor down with her engines 
working to the fullest capacity to 
case the chain, and the saving of a 
raft of building material for the wire- , 
less station at Triangle Island by 
heroic work on the part of Second 
Ollicer Thompson were the chief , 
events of hor delayed voyage. 

The Quadra left here seven weeks 
ago with material for construction 
work at Triangle Island and supplies 
for northern stations. She made ■ 
calls at most of the west coast ports ; 
and reached AV'lnter Harbor early in 1 
March, when there was considerable ; 
snow on the ground. She went to : 
Trianglo IsUind and began work land- , 
ing her car.go. The lirst day good ■ 
weather prevailed and a number of 
rafts were successfully towed to the , 
landing by the crew with boats. 
Toward dusk the second day a sea 
came up, and while two rafts were 
being taken to the landin,g by Thomp- 
son and .Simes the tow line parted 
and the rafts broke away. Thompson 
jumped over and reached one.'clam- 
bcring onto tills, and endeavoring to 
make it secure, piece by plece,vs'as it 
rocked; In. the seaway. Meaiiwhile 
Simos,i' t6 whom ho had signalled to 
return.' and get more men, hurried, to- 
ward .the ship to get .assistance. Gath- 
ered -on the pooj) a number' of -the 
shlp's"'tJOmpany watched Thompson as 
the current set his raft' tpiyard the 
shorq whej;o the rocks wej;o .shepr and 
thousands of ' sea' Uons^iweife'. perched, 
ileanwlille the secoiid' officer was 
•busy. As the raft was* threatened 
■with'demolltlorii he worked and 'piece 
■.by piece he la'shed it; secure, and soon 
several -boats from th''e steamer came 
to his . 'assiatanoe, aijd the raft which 
otherwise 'would have. , 'been lost, was 
Secured and towed to the landing wltlt 
difficulty. Two rafts were lost, be- 
ing swept away and dashed against 
the rooks. 

Gale Freshened 

The follo^wlng night a heavy gale 
freshened Into hurricane force an/i the 
Quadra was' in a dangerous position, 
anchored off the rocks 6f-Trlanglo Is- 
land. Her anchor . was. down, and It 
was necessary to -steam' at full speed 
toward the open _ sea. to' prevent the 
anchor dragging, and: the-vessel "being 
driven on the rocks, In which event 
few of those on board would have 
escaped. Seas broke over the ves- 
sel, flooding her well again and again, 
and all hands passed an uncomfort- 
able night. The vessel remained 
lioading at full speed into the wind 
witli her anchor down until the next 
morning, when, taking advantage of 
a little lull In the storm the anchor 
Was lifted and the steamer headed 
out to the open spa. The company 
on shore had been watching lier, 
frightened that the chain would part 
and the vessel would be driven on tho 
I'ocks, and thev cheered as she steam- 
ed to .'-ea. 

Twenty days we"e spent in getting 
the material for tin- Tri.uigle Island 
llghtliDUso and \virel('.sK st.ation ashore 
and two rafts wei-e lost. 'I'lic; Quadra 
then procci.-ded Into Queen Charlotte 
Sound, roliglitlng l'\i.g Rocks light.

.and Queen t'liarlotte Islands. All 
tlif norlliern buoys were visited and 
overhauled, a)id many of the acetj-leno 
gas beacons were rcliglited, the last 
toeing attended to on Sunday last at 



The steamer Protesllaus, of the Blue 
Funnel lino, returned from the Sound 
yesterday movnlng and began dis- 
charging at tho outer wharf. No ac- 
tion lias been taken with regard to the 
difficulty over the Chinese brought by 
the steamer.

There were 40 dozen silk 
handkerchiefs, embroidered silk kim- 
onas, silk shirts, pyj,a.mas, table 
covers, shawls and bolts of pongees.

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The British shiji JIalewood has been 
chartered. For seventeen months the 
sailer has been lying disengaged at 
Ksiiulmalt while her owners waited for 
shippers to offer a rate that had some 
rrsembUince to the old union rate of 
27s Gd. Word reached Victoria yester- 
day morning that the Halewood had 
been lixed to load wheat from Port- 
land to th(' United Ivlngdom on ac- 
count of Halfour, Guthrie & Co. Capt. 
lirew, who has but the commander 
of the ship's kitchen as his crew, has 
not yet received word from his owners, 
but he has been Inforijied of the char- 
ter of the vessel uhofflcially. It Is 
probable that the Halewood will be 
docked before proceeding to Portland, 
for her long stay at anchor In Esqul- 
malt harbor has resulted In the bot- 
tom being fo\il. The rate paid has not 
been reported, but Is probably under 
the iiuliiii rate for which the owners 
have waited so long, as the last char- 
ter erf'-(.t(.(l was made at the rate of 
25 shilling.^. 

The charter of tho ITalewood leaves 
but two disengaged vessels on the 
.Vorth I^ncllic, the Cromiiton and River- 
side, both lying on Puget Sound. Their 
captains anticipate charters within a 
short time. 

Another ch.-irtor effected is that of 
the barkentino Alta, which ha.s been 
undergoing an overhauling at the 
British Columbia Marliu; Railway slip 
at ISsqulmalt for some time iiast. 'I'he 
Alta has been fixed to load lumber for 
.T. J. Moore & Co., for ISast London, 
South Africa. Her loading port has 
not been learned. The Paotolus, which 
has bctMi lying Idle for eight months 
at San I'^ranelseo, has bcbn'ohartered 
to load hnnber at Eureka and on the 
Columbia river for Capetown, on ac- 
count of lialfour, Guthrie & Co. The 
rate paid is 52.s Gd. 

Chartering of barley ships for load- 
ing tho new season's crop has com- 
menced at San Fninclseo, and already 
six French vcasols have licen engaged 
for the business. They have all been 
taken at the minimum rate of 23h 9d.

The vessels chartered for the 
line are . the German stQamer .Wotaii, 
now en route from Antwerp, the' Hor- 
w glan steamer Titanla. well known 
here as a steam collier, and the British 
steamers St. Nicholks, Greystono 
Castle, and Middleham Castle. The 
"Wotan and Titanla will not come to 
Victoria, the former ending her voyage 
at San Francisco, and ilie Titanla at 
Portla'nd. The three British .steamers, 
the St. Nicholas, sailing from Ant- 
werp in iMay, Greystone Castle, sailing 
In June, and Middleham Castle, leavlns 
in July, will come on to Victoria and 
Vancouver, making a side trip to Mono- 
lulu en route. 

Word was received by cable yester- 
day that the British steamship Strath- 
tay had been fixed for a six months' 
charter. The Strathtay's charter pro- 
vides for delivery at Comox and rede-

PRINCESS CHARLOTTE 

FLIES THE PENNANT 

Details of the Record Run to Seattle 
Prsviousiy Reported on Sunday 
Morning. 

When the steamer Princes.s Char- 
lotte returned fronl Se.-ittle. via Van- 
couver, on Sunday, those on board the 
Princess Victoria, lying in the other 
dock, noticed the pennant llyiug from 
the foremost jic-ik — the Princess Char- 
lotte had broken her sister linei-'s 
record for the run from Victoria to 
Seattle.. As stated In Sunday's Col- 
onist, she made the voyage in 2 hours 
and 57 1-2 minutes from Brotchio 
Ledge to Four Mile Rock— from full 
speed to slow bell — and thereby clip- 
ped a minute and a half from the 
record made last year by the Princess 
Victoria. On that steamer though, 
from the bridge to tho glory hole, there 
is no disposition to consider that this 
settles the question as to which Is the 
faster steamer, and all are conlident 
that whi.n oi)portiinity offcM-s they will 
get under the time. 

The I'rincess Charlotte left lier 
wharf on Saturday iiIkIU at 5:02 ii.ni, 
and she was tied uji at Seattle at 8:32 
j).m., making the voyage from dock to 
dock In 3 hours and 30 minutes. The 
log of tlie fast Princess Charliitto 
shows her time as follows: Drotchln 
Ledge, 5:15 p.m.; Point Wilson, G:10 
p.m.; .Marrowstone Point, G:50 p.m.; 
Bush Point, 7:01; Point No Point, 
7:21 1-2; Apple Tree Point, 7:41 1-2; 
Jefferson Head, 7:52; West Point, 
S:07; Four Mile Rock, S:12 1-2; Seattle 
dock, 8:32 p.m. The time for the run 
from full speed to slow down, from 
Brotchle Ledge to Four Mile Hock, was 
therefore 2 hours 57 1-2 minutes. Had 
It not been for the presence in tho har- 
bor of two booms of logs manoeuvring 
the way of ..the Ui^e, the time, between 
ddcR. and doi3k''wduld jhave Keen fur- 
ther reduced. 

The record was made In better 
time than was shown during the re- 
cent runs when Mr. Fcchney and 
others of tho Scotch englneer.s sent by 
the Fairfield Shipbuilding and Engin- 
eering Company were on board tlin 
Princess f:harlotte. Her own engin- 
eers, Chief Knginoer IlerUago and hl» 
staff were in charge, and got (ive more 
revolutions per minute from tho ma- 
chinery than the Scotch engineers did 
on the recent trials. "' i, :) : ^
